"The march upon helpless Peking or the 
surrender of China to her foe is a man 
matter in its vital significance compared 
with this appalling crime against the nine- 
teenth century at a moment when Japan 
asks to be admitted as an equal into the 
family of civilized nations. 

Nothing but a grave sense of duty could | 
induce. me to describe what I have seen 
here—a spectacle of unnecessary and mean- 
ingleas slaughter.  ° 

In spite of the vastness of the battie- 
field and the strength of the batteries 
massed in this mighty chain of land and 
sea forts the taking of Port Arthur is 
robbed of its-dignity as a battle by the 
fact that a large and well-trained army at- 
tacked a mere rabble. There was a great 
deal of artillery, thunder and scientific ma- 
troops amiong the cannon- 
crowned hills, but the infantry fighting 
was incidental, and the “Butchers’ Bill,“ 
as the hardened campaigner would call it, 
was insignificant. 

The Japanese lost about fifty dead and 
250 wounded in carrying a fortress that 
Would have cost them 10,000 men had it 
been occupied by European or American 
troops, and yet the sense of uncontrolled 
power which followed let loose the savag- 
ery which had been pent up in the Japanese 
under the external forms of civilization 
and proved the utter incapability of the 
nation to d the one sure test. 

THE LIGHT OF ASIA DIMMED. 

It is painful to see the Lamp of Asia ex- 
tinguished that presently shone with such 
a serene light in the darkness of the East 
and to realize that the unutterable horrors 
of Port Arthur were perpetrated in cold 


‘blood by an army that has placarded the 


walls of Manchuria with proclamations 
calling upon the Chinese to abandon their 
arms and trust the invading troops. Japan

The story of the advance from Kinchau

Wnen the Japanese troops poured into 
Port Arthur they saw the heads of their 
slain comrades hanging by cords, with the 
noses and rs gone. There was a rude 
arch in the main street decorated with 
bloody Japanese heads. A great slaughter 
followed. The infuriated soldiers killed 
everyone they saw. 

I can as an eye-witness that the 
wretched people ot Port Arthur made no 
attempt to resist the invaders. The Japan- 
ene now claim that shots were fired from 
the windows ‘doorways, but the state- 
ments are ut ‘false.

It may be called the natural result ot the 
tury-of the troops who have seen the mu- 
tilated corpses of their comrades, or it may 
be called retaliation, but no civilized na- 
tion could be capable of atrocities I have 
witnessed in Port Arthur.

The 
other three sea forts are on a peninsula to 
the west of Port Arthur, and are known as 
the Manjuyama forts. 

The idea of the Japanese Generals was 
to first capture Isuayama, which was the 
key to the military situation, so that La- 
maji could then move across the valley 
into Port Arthur and attack the sea forts 
on the rear, while Hassagawa would storm 
the eastern front of the Shoju and Nerio 
forte after they had been demoralized by 
the siege, mountain and field batteries lo- 
cated in the Suisiyeh valley, the remaining 
column of Yamaji's division being held in 
reserve in the center to act with either 
wing of the army, according to the 2 
fortunes of the battle. 


A DESPERATE | SORTIE. 


Rut while the council of war was pro- 
ceeding the Chinese began to realize that 
the Japanese had established their moun- 
tain batteries on the hills commanding the 
left center of the Chinese position, and de- 
cided to advance out of Port Arthur and 
dislodge them. Then began a tremendous 
artillery fight. ‘The. guns of Tsfayama and 
‘the Shou and Nerio forte’ were turned 
upon the hills where the Japanese moun- 
tain guns were established, and our bat- 
tertes answered iinmediately.

It, is said that the late Robert Louis 
Stevenson once summed up his religion 
as “his duty to make men happy rather 
than good.“ 5 ; 

It is not worth while to discuss this 
hedonistic faith from the standpoint -of 
theology, although it might be possible 
to demonstrate that thé making of men 
happy in the true sense of the word em- 
braced pretty much all the law and the 
gospel and that a man who assumed 
this duty would do much to make him- 
self and others good. 

This duty of making men happy, how- 
ever, is a good, practical religion to carry 
around for every day use, and it is espe- 
cially productive of good results in a 
novelist. Its general distribution would 
not only save men from a vast deal of 
unhappiness arising from zealous but 
misdirected efforts to make ther good 
after the model of the zealots, but it 
would prevent the publication of much 
bad. literature lot of: ill-written al- 
leged novels which are mere vehicles for 
crude sermons and undigested theories 
of reform.
